Attn HaklDB AmpU Preparation la tfce 


Way of Securing New Men All the Old 
Switchmen Are Discharged— The Com- 
ftatj Determined to Bntt It* Own Bui- 
ne» In the Future— Hew the Trouble 
Came Aboat— Always Beady to Strike. 
CHICAGO, Ma; 
14.— At 
precisely 7 


o'clock Thursday morning every switch- 
men in the employ of the Chicago and 
Northwestern Railway company— 300 in 
this city and 300 employed at point! 
along the line— was discharged and paid 
off. 
The company chose this hour as the 


moat convenient to notify both thaday 
•nd night men that their services would 
no longer be required. 
The road has 


been preparing for this action daring the 
put two months, and for every man dis- 
charged Thursday morning there was 
another ready to take his place. Yard- 
master Frank Mclnerny, whose discharge 
the switchmen demanded and enforced 
by a tie-up daring General Manager 
Whitman's illness six weeks ago, was re- 
instated Thursday morning and took 
charge of the new men. 
If elnernjr Drew HI* Pay. 


The company say that Mclnerny was 


nerer really discharged. Hie name has 
never been taken off the pay rolls of the 
company, bat bis position has remained 
vacant, as be has remained away from 
bis work pending trouble starting on Ms 
account Mr. Wo itiner said that the com- 
pany would no longer put up with the 
slate of things that has existed for the 
past three years and Thursday's action is 
a practical demonstration of the compa- 
ny's intention to run it* own business. 
On account of the men being always 
ready to strike on the slightest provoca- 
tion the train service has been umutistae- 
tory to the public and to the company it- 
self, and now he proposes to put a stop 
to it. 


Engineers with the Company. 


A few weeks ago, after the trouble 


caused about Yardmoster Mcluerny. a 
canvass was made of the 1,071 locomotive 
engineers in ?he employ of the Northwest- 
ern by representatives ot the company. 
Every man promised to stand by the com- 
pany in case a strike or lockout should be 
inaugurated. They empathized with Mc- 
lnerny. A large force of policemen is 
patrolling the yards of the company la 
this city, bat so far their services have 
not been required. The official* ot the 
company says this is not a fight against 
the switchmen's union. 
Their men, as 


in many other yards, have (nqnantiy quit 
work without a moment's warning and 
without the sanction of the union. The 
company will probably hire men without 
discrimination, but wiU not be dictated to 
any longer. 


Some of the Old Men Be-Bmployed. 
The circular announcing the discharge 


of the switchmen, stated that in reorgan- 
izing the switching service preference 
would be given to such men previously 
employed, as were, in the judgment oi 
the company, capable and worthy, other- 
wise their positions would at once be 
filled by other men arranged for. Quite 
a number availed themselves of the offei 
and went to work with the new men, 
and the company claims that with its 
new force it has been able to handle all 
its passenger and suburban basinets said

About 800 poUeeneo 


are stationed at different points in tin 
city. About fifty men of this force weri 
stationed at each of the North avsntu 
and V ood street yards, the most threat 
ening points.

Wednesday 
they issued a proclamation announcing 
the terms and conditions for the settle- 
ment of wages for the year ending April 
30, 1802. They also appointed their offi- 
cers a committee to wait upon the gov- 
ernor and both houses of tbe legislature 
and request their active aid in the/ pas- 
sage of toe eight-hour bill and also the 
bill for the creation of courts of arbitra- 
tion.

WANT A HAND IN POLITICS. 


A Scheme to Combine the labor Organl- 
ar 
satlons of Michigan. 


LASSINO, Mich., May 14.—The leaden 


of the several industrial organizations of 
the state met In secret session and pre- 
pared an address to all the subordinate 
lodges of the organizations represented 
by tbe following persons, whose signa- 
tures the document bears: 
Azariah S. 


Partridge, president of the Patroua of 
Industry; A. L. Cole, president ot the 
state Farmers' Alliance and Industrial 
union; Henry I. Allen, state master 
workman of the Knights of Labor; A. 
W. Nichols, state chief of the Citizens' 
Alliance and Independent Brotherhood. 


A aif«ntlc Combination. 


The address declares the objects of the 


above organizations to be identical and 
asks the subordinate organizations to 
take immediate action, by vote of their 
members, as to the advisability of a united 
independent movement. It is evident that 
the above leaders ot organizations are 
bound to have a band In affairs political 
during the next campaign if earnest and 
persistent effort will put them in a posi- 
tion where their influence will be felt. 
S» many of these organizations 
have 


sprung into existence of late years that 
the vote ot the industrial classes was 
being sadly divided, and hence in a 
measure running to waste. 
The scheme 


is a gigantic one, and if successful, the 
combination will revolutionize politics in 
Michigan. 


IOWA'S PROHIBITORY LAW. 


Important Decision Rendered by n Judge 


of the Federal Court. 


Dis MOINES, Iowa, 
May 14.—Judge 


Shiras, of the federal court, passed upon 
a new phase of the Iowa prohibitory law. 
The cases in which the issues are in- 
volved originated in Nebraska county. 
Nine of them are injunctions from vio- 
lations of the prohibitory law, ten are 
indictments for nuisance, and one is a 
contempt case for the violation of an in- 
junction. They were transferred to the 
federal court upon the ground that the 
Iowa law is in violation of the federal 
statute. 


Decided Against the Claim. 


Counsel for defendants contended that 


when the government issues a license to 
an individual to sell liquor the license 
carries with It the protection of the fed- 
eral government from interference of the 
state in the transaction of the business 
for which the holder of the license pays, 
and that the Iowa law which prohil 'ts 
traffic in intoxicating liquors is there/ore 
void. Judge Shiras decided against this 
claim and ordered the cases remanded to 
the state courts, saying that the court 
would not interfere in the enforcement of 
state laws of tills character, which are 
merely a police regulation. 


WISCONSIN FOREST FIRES. 


One Hundred Square Miles of Virgin 


Fine Destroyed. 


WBOT Summon, Wis., May 14.-^Fire9 


have mowed a pathway from the Su 
Louis river to the sooth shore of Lake 
Superior extending over a territory from 
two to twenty miles in width. The ;dam- 
age to pnoperty can not be estimated at 
this time, as the bulk of the loss is in 
standing pine destroyed and logs already 
cut and ready for the saw. A report has 
reached here that one of H. M. Stocking's 
camps, on the Bruie river, and a great 
quantity of logs, had been burned, but is 
not verified. 


Settlers Le»ve Their Homes. 


Word came from the south shore that 


tbe fire is rapidly reaching out in the di- 
rection of several millions ot feet of logs 
belonging to tbe Peyton, KimbaH and 
Barbour Lumber company. The logs in 
question are banked close to the shore 
in great piles, and in case the fire should 
rsaks It necessary the jams of logs will 
be broken and the timber dumped in the 
lake. 
A man thoroughly acquainted 


with the burned district says 100 squrse 
miles of virgin pine have been destroyed. 
Hundreds of settlers have left their homes 
and are camping in the dty. 


Barbmdees Want* Reciprocity. 


WASHOJSTOS ClTT, May 14.—The gov- 


ernor of Barbadoes, a British colony, has 
written to the British government sug- 
gesting 
negotiations with the United 
States with the view of a reciprocity 
treaty with the latter country. By sec- 
tion 8 of the United States tariff law Bar- 
bados* sugar is admitted free into the 
United States, but after Jan. 1,1892, sec- 
tion S takes effect. This suction replaces 
the duty on sugar against all countries 
which are held by the United States to be 
maintaining tariffs on tbat country's 
products which are "reciprocally unequal 
and unreasonable." Barbadoes now col- 
lects £35,000 duties on Ameriman prod- 
nets. 


He Shirked the Betntctlon. 


WASBINOTOH CITT, May 14.—W. L. 


Crounse. correspondent at thin city ot The 
New York World, printed a story that Dr. 
W. A. Hammond, late surgeon general 
U. S. A., charged $5,000 for a simple op- 
eration on Mrs. Senator Stanford. Cronnse 
promised to retract, but made the retrac- 
tion inconspicuous, while the charge was 
very conspicuous. Hammond then sued 
for libel, and Thursday Crounse was held 
in 1300 to the grand jury. 


Bedoeed the Boston Custom Force.

Foster has order a reduction of the force 
in the Boston appraiser's office, together 
with a decrease in the salaries paid.

BLOODSHED IN A COURT ROOM. 


A West Virginia Dlvertlsement Which 


"~ > 
Provides Three Corpses. 


CATLBTTSBPBS, Ky., May 14.—Particu- 


lars of a tragedy reached here yesterday 
morning from Gager, McDowell county, 
W. Va,, in which three men were killed 
outright and another seriously wounded. 
The Hall and Steele families have bten at 
outs for a year. The Halls consisted of 
father and four soon, while the Steeles 
counted three able to bear arms. On Sat- 
urday the four Hall bora and two of tbe 
Steeles met at Squire Murphy's office to 
transact some legal business. Each was 
armed with rifles and revolvers. One of 
the Hall boys was on the witness stand 
and contradicted a remark made by a 
Steele. 
The lie was passed and the battle opened. 


The court room was quickly emptied ot 
its occupants not interested in the trouble. 
About forty shots were fired, and when 
the smoke of the encounter cleared away 
the Steele boys, Samuel and Hiram, were 
found to have been killed outright. L. 
W. Hall hod a rifl* ball through his 
brain, and his brother Lewis was badly 
wounded. The other two have cot been 
arrested, and will probably not be, aa 
they are known to be desperate men. 


A MARKET FOR OUR PRODUCTS, 


Fern Anaonnees a free List That Is dust 


in Our Line. 


WASHINGTON CITY, May 14.— The presi- 


dent ot Peru has issued a decree admit- 
ting free of duty into that republic the 
following articles: Live sheep and cattle, 
dried meats, salt beef: dried, smoked, or 
pickled fish; wheat and corn, potatoes, 
and all other vegetables, eggs, cheese, 
chestnuts, peas, beans, rice, rape seed, 
herbs, and spices; and has decreed au ex- 
port duty of 10 soles, silver, per head on 
cattle exported, and 1 soles per head on 
sheep exported. This action, 
as an- 


nounced in the decree, is In consequence 
of the scarcity and consequent high price 
of food In Peru caused by the floods that 
have followed the heavy rains throughout 
the country, and by the enormous de- 
mands for all forms ef food canted by tha 
war in Chili, 


THE 3ARNA8Y POISONING CASE. 


Dr. Graves Ukelr To Be Indicted and to

Demand Prompt Trial. 


DEKVEB, Colo., May 14.—Dr. Thatcher 


Graves, Mrs. Barnaby's physician, who 
arrived 
here Monday, 
has made a 


statement in which he most emphatically 
denies that he ever admitted sending the 
bottle of whisky to Mrs. Barnaby. He 
says he did not know he was accused of 
poisoning Mrs. Barnaby until he reached 
Denver. He has employed Judge Fur- 
man as his counsel, end under his advice 
Dr. Graves has refused to appear before 
the grand jury. Judge Belford hu been 
employed by the friends of Mrs. Barnaby. 
H is extremely probable that the grand 
jury will indict Dr. Graves, in which case 
Judge Fannan says he will demand an 
immediate trial.

not on account of the financial disar- 
rangement, but the probability of polit- 
ical revolution. It is felt in Germany that 
the substitution of republican for mon- 
archical institutions in Portugal would 
be greatly to the benefit of France by 
making Peztngal an ally of the French 
republic. 
The French government has 


lately given strong evidence of sympathy 
with the Portuguese,and France has been 
openly warned in the British press not to 
encourage Republican plots in the penin- 
sula. The French would naturally like 
to see the royal bouse of Portugal, one ot 
the last reigning branches ot the Bour- 
bon family, driven from the throne. 


Spain Might Follow Snlt. 


This feeling baa been intensified since 


the avowal of complicity in the Boulan- 
ger plot by the Comte da Paris, whose 
daughter is queen of Portugal It is not 
believed, however, either in Berlin or 
London that Spain, now under a Con- 
servative ministry, would tolerate the ex- 
istence of a republic in Portugal, which 
would be made the base for a similar 
movement at Madrid, On the other hand, 
It is suggested tbat, upon Spanish inter- 
ference after the establishment of a de 
facto republican government at Liafcon. 
France would at once interfere in behalf 
of the Portuguese. Altogether, the situ- 
ation causes no eud of speculation as to? 
possibilities, and some recall in this con 
nection that the pretext for the Fraoco- 
Pruseian war waa found in the affairs of 
the Spanish peninsula. 


GLADSTONE A SICK MAN.

Be- 
sides the Immense crowd of citizens there 
was a reception committee of about SO and 
a number of military organizations at the 
depot The presidential party and citizens 
took carriages and joined a big procession 
which Included 300 mounted men. 
The 


procession went to Oakrldge cemetery. In 
the first carriage were the president, 
Governor Fifer. and Mayor Lawrence. At 
Lincoln's monument the exercises of the 
day were held. Gov. Fifer presided and 
dellveied the address of welcome. Mr. 
Harrison responded and said in substance: 


During this journey, In which we swept 


from the extreme southern coast of our 
country to the Golden Gate in the west, and 
north to the boundary line, we have stood 
in many spots of interest and looked upon 
scenes that were fragrant with historical 
association and national interest and in- 
spiration. 
The interest culminates as we 


stand here at the tomb of Lincoln. 
As we passed 
through 
the 
south 


and saw the busy centers of Indus- 
try, where great enterprises have grown ip 
since the war, as we saw countless furnace 
fires where before there was solitude, I re- 
flected that the way for all that prosperity 
and activity had been opened by a hand 
thst was now laid low. Those furnace fires 
were lighted from the fire of the funeral 
pyre of slavery. The emancipation procla- 
mation can be read in the progress that has 
been made by that section. 


Now as we come to this consecrated and 


sacred spot my heart Is filled with gratitude 
to that God who so wisely turned to our 
shores a body of God fearing and liberty 
loving men to found 
this republic. 


He did not fall to find for us In oar hour of 
extrenutpone who was competent to lead 
us through all difficulties. 


Continuing, the president said the life of 


Lincoln taught us many lessons. His 
struggles In his early days, the obstacles he 
encountered, did not harden him, but 
broadened and enlarged bis nature and de- 
veloped his character—the greatest the 
nation has ever known. The address was 


i eloquent tribute to Lincoln. 
After the exercises at the monument the 


president visited the state house with the 
governor and made an address fiom the 
carriage.
